1 . (currently amended) A reusable envelope comprising: 

an enclosure having an interior with an access, the enclosure at least 
partially defined by first and second distinct panels and 
comprising: 

a removabl e panel adjac e nt to an edg e of th e e nclosur e and e xt e nding 

across a l e ngth of th e e nclosur e , the r e movabl e pan e l comprising 
an addr e ss r e gion comprising a first pan e l overlying a s e cond 
pan e l, wher e in th e first pan e l of the address r e gion includes a 
r e movabl e r e gion and at l e ast a portion of th e s e cond pan e l of th e 
address r e gion is e xposed wh e n th e first panel of the addr e ss 
r e gion is r e mov e d and a postag e r e gion comprising a first pan e l 
ov e rlying a s e cond pan e l, wher e in the first pan e l of th e postag e 
r e gion includ e s a r e movabl e r e gion and at l e ast a portion of th e 
second pan e l of th e postag e r e gion is expos e d wh e n th e first pan e l 
of th e postag e r e gion is r e mov e d; and 

a first removable panel adjacent to an edge of the enclosure and extending 
substantiallv across the length of the enclosure proximal to the 
edge of the enclosure, the first removable panel including a return 
address region proximal to a first end of the first removable panel, 
a postage region proximal to a second end of the first removable 
panel and opposite the first end, and a central region positioned 
between the return address region and the postage region: 

a first underlving panel undemeath the first removable paneU wherein at 
least a portion of the first xmderlving panel is exposed when the 
first removable panel or a portion thereof is removed: and 
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a closure flap, distinct from the removable panel, foldably overhanging the 
enclosure along a fold line for at least partially sealing the access 
to the interior, the closure flap comprising a first portion for 
securing the closure flap a flrst time and one or more additional 
portions for securing the closiu-e flap one or more additional times 
wherein the first portion of the closure flap is separable from the 
one or more additional portions of the closure flap by a line of 
weakness. 

2. (currently amended) The envelope of claim 1, fiirther comprising a second 
addr e ss r e gion removable panel distinct from the first removable panel and 
corresponding to a second address region, the envelope also comprising a second 
underlying panel undemeath the second removable panel, wherein at least a 
portion of the second imderlving panel is exposed when the second removable 
panel or a portion thereof is removed, addr e ss r e gion and comprising a first panel 
ov e rlying a s e cond pan e l, wh e r e in th e first pan e l of th e second addr e ss r e gion 
includ e s a r e movabl e r e gion and at l e ast a portion of th e second pan e l of th e 
s e cond addr e ss r e gion is e xpos e d wh e n the first panel of th e s e cond addr e ss 
region is remov e d.

10. (previously presented) The envelope of claim 1, wherein the second portion of 
the closure includes one or more access regions for separating the first portion 
from the second portion along the line of weakness.

22. (currently amended) A reusable envelope having an accessible interior, the 
reusable envelope comprising: 
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a first panel for formiH g that forms a fi"ont face of an envelope, the first 
panel having a first portion ther e of for displaying a first address 
and a postage mark, the first portion being at least partially 
removable firom the first panel to remove at least one of the first 
address and postage mark thereby defining a first open region in 
the first panel and a second portion for displaying that displays a 
second address, the second portion being at least partially 
removable fi"om the first panel thereby defining a second open 
region in the first panel; 

a second panel positioned with respect to the first panel such that at least a 
portion of the second panel at least partially covers the first open 
region in the first panel and is exposed when the first portion is at 
least partially removed; and 

a closure flap, distinct firom the first and second panels, foldably 

overhanging an opening to the accessible interior th e e nclosur e 
along a fold lin e for at l e ast partially se aling th e acc e ss to th e 
int e rior line, the closure flap comprising a first portion for securing 
the closure flap a first time and one or more additional portions for 
securing the closure flap one or more additional tim e s times, the 
first portion and the one or more additional portions separable fi"om 
each other by a line of weakness.

28. (previously presented) The envelope of claim 22, wherein the second portion of 
the closure includes one or more access regions for separating the first portion 
fi-om the second portion along the line of weakness.

32. (currently amended) A reusable envelope, the envelope comprising: 
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an envelope body defining an enclosure and comprising a panel having a 
tear-away portion portion, the tear-away portion having a first 
removable portion for displaying a first address and a second 
removable portion displaying a postage mark, wherein the first and 
second portions of the tear-awav portion are separable fi'om each 
other along a line of weakness; tho t e ar away portion b e ing 
partially r e movabl e fi'om th e firGt panel to r e mov e on e of th e first 
address and postag e mark s e parat e ly fi'om th e oth e r; and 

a reusable sealing flap distinct firom the tear-away portion, the sealing flap 
foldably overhanging the enclosure along a fold line and 
comprising at least: 

a first portion proximal to the envelope body and extending along 

the envelope body for a length; 
a first adhesive region formed on the first portion of the sealing 

flap; 

a second portion extending fi-om the first portion and distal fix)m 
the envelope body and extending along a length of the first 
portion that is less than the length of the first portion and 
that is separable fi*om the first portion; and 

a second adhesive region formed on the second portion of the 
sealing flap; 

wherein the adhesive region of the second portion of the sealing flap can 
be used to seal the envelope a first time such that the second 
portion of the sealing flap can be separated firom the first portion of 
the sealing flap to open the envelope and the adhesive region on 
the first portion of the envelope can be used to seal the envelope a 
second time. 

33. (original) The envelope of claim 32, wherein the first adhesive region is spaced 
apart fi'om the envelope body. 
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34. (original) The envelope of claim 32, wherein the second adhesive region is 
spaced apart from the first adhesive region. 

35. (original) The envelope of claim 32, wherein the first portion of the sealing flap 
is separable from the second portion of the sealing flap by a perforation. 

36. (original) The envelope of claim 35, wherein the at least one of the first and 
second adhesive regions is spaced apart from the perforation. 

37. (original) The envelope of claim 32, wherein the first portion of the sealing flap 
comprises a liflable portion that can be used to facilitate the separation of the first 
portion of the sealing flap from the second portion of the sealing flap to open the 
envelope when the second portion of the sealing flap is sealed to the body of the 
envelope. 

38. (cancelled) 

39. (previously presented) A reusable envelope, the envelope comprising: 

an envelope body comprising a panel having a tear-away portion for 
displaying a first address and a postage mark, the tear-away 
portion being partially removable from the first panel to remove 
one of the first address and postage mark separately from the other; 
and 

a reusable sealing flap distinct from the tear-away portion, the sealing flap 
foldably overhanging the enclosure along a fold line and 
comprising at least: 

a first portion proximal to the envelope body and extending along 
the envelope body for a length; 

a second portion extending from the first portion and distal from 
the envelope body and extending along a length of the first 
portion that is less than the length of the first portion; and 
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at least one adhesive region formed on the seahng flap and spaced 
apart from a boundary along which the first portion can be 
separated from the second portion of the sealing flap; 
wherein the at least one adhesive region of the sealing flap can be used to 
seal the envelope a first time such that the second portion of the 
sealing flap can be separated from the first portion of the sealing 
flap to open the envelope and the first portion of the envelope can 
be used to close the envelope a second time.

44. (currently amended) The envelope of claim 1. claim 4 3, wherein the first 

underlying s e cond panel of th e addr e ss r e gion is at least partially defined by a 
panel attached to the first panel of the enclosure and distinct from the first and 
second panels of the enclosure.

47. (currently amended) The envelope of claim 1, wherein the return address region 
and the postage region of the first removable panel are separable from each other 
along a Une of weakness. 

48. (new) The envelope of claim 2, wherein the second imderlying panel is at least 
partially defined by a panel attached to the first panel of the enclosure and distinct 
from the first and second panels of the enclosiu-e. 

49. (new) The envelope of claim 1 , wherein the first end of the first removable panel 
is positioned proximal to a first side of the enclosure. 
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50. (new) The envelope of claim 49, wherein the second end of the first removable 
panel is positioned proximal to a second side of the enclosure opposite the first 
side of the enclosure. 

5 1 . (new) The envelope of claim 50, wherein the first removable portion comprise a 
rectangular strip. 

52. (new) The envelope of claim 5 1 , wherein the rectangular strip comprises a 
perforation separating the return address region from the postage region. 

53. (new) The envelope of claim 52, wherein the perforation is substantially parallel 
to the first and second sides of the enclosure. 

54. (new) The envelope of claim 1, wherein the first removable panel comprises an 
outgoing address region.
